A fine snappy fall day. The kind | 
of day that makes too many misguid-| 
ed Americans wish to watch a foot-| 
ball game when they should be play- 
ing a game themselves or getting exer- 
cise and diversion in one form or 
another. A day ideally suited by 
blowing off steam, steadying more or 
less jangled or frayed “nerves,” im- 
proving the circulation, earning sweet | 
sleep. In short the day for the au- 
tumn meeting of the Ooth Club. | 
Ooth means oxygen on the hoof. 

It is all right for a doctor or health 
adviser to talk about oxygen in tanks. 
Most people are willing to believe oxy- 
gen administered in accurately meas 
ured doses by inhalation or by injec- 
tion may have some remedial value. 
But when a doctor mixes metabolism 
with all outdoors the average wiseacre 
smiles and dismisses the suggestion as 
just more crazy stuff by Ol’ Doc! 
Daffy. 

Time was when doctors prescribed 
oxygen only when the patient got blue 
in the face. Can’t blame ’em for be- 
ing so behind hand with it. Patients 
generally waited until they were al- 
most blue in the face to call the doctor 
in. While waiting perhaps they took a 
few dozen coaltar tablets for their 
headaches, colds, grippe or fever, and 
the coaltar stuff conducted to cyanosis, 
which is medicalese for blueness of 
skin, lips and nails. 

Cyanosis, or blueness of skin and/| 
lips, is not the first stage of anoxia or | 
oxygen lack, It is rather the third) 
stage. ‘The first stage is fatigue, 
both muscular weakness and mental | 
depression, impairment of memory. 
The understanding is impaired more 
than sensation, so that the subject 
sees without knowing or realizing just 
what he sees. The second stage of 
anoxia is exhaustion. Physicians to- 
day are administering oxygen by in- 
halation or by injection in the first 
and second stages of anoxia or as- 
phyxia; the old-timers reserved the 
remedy for the third stage. 

Metabolism, the internal oxidation 
process which is life, goes on at a 
certain rate when you are resting. 
Walking two miles an hour increases 
metabolism, the absorption of oxygen, 
three-fold; walking four miles an hour, | 
which is faster than most persons can | 
walk, increases metabolism five-fold; 


running 160 steps a minute increases; 


metabolism ten-fold, and so does 20! 
minutes of dancing the polka or ma-| 
zurka, according to tests made in the 
Physiology Institute at Helsingfors. |

The President attended services in 
the morning on the Indianapolis quar- 
ter-deck. Chaplain Charles V. Ellis 
preached.

BEST HOLIDAY SEASON 
SINGE "29 IS PREDICTED 


National Credit Executive 
Says Industries Working 
at Capacity. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—()}—The 
best holiday season since 1929 for 
business throughout the United States 
was predicted today by Henry H. Hei- 
mann, executive manager of the Na- 
tional Association of Credit Men. 

Heimann, in his monthly review 
sent to 20,000 association members in 
manufacturing, wholesaling and bank- 
ing firms, based his prediction “on the 
general current record of the reliable 
indices of business activity and prog- 
ress.” 

“While business expects added costs 
from taxes and labor demands,” he 
said, “the consuming body is faced 
with an increasing cost of living. But 
generally the outlook over the short 
range is decidedly favorable.” 

Heimann said the automobile indus- 
try “is working at production peaks” 
with an indicated demand better than 
in 1935, the steel industry is operat- 
ing around 75 per cent capacity, al- 
most 50 per cent over last year, and 
electric power production, car load- 
ings, bituminous coal and petroleum 
production, bank clearings, employ- 
ment and pay rolls are all ahead of 
levels a year ago. 

Among “conclusions of business in- 
terest” drawn from the recent elec- 
tion, Heimann said, was the fact 
that the Republican party “is not

BUDAPEST, Nov. 22.—(#)—Dr. 
Franz Sarga was set tonight for his 
nine-duel marathon tomorrow but said

“I am confident of my ability,” the 
rotund doctor said. 

Magda, his pretty blonde wife who 
had to give up goulash she is expect- 
ing a baby, was bright and cheerful 
today—praying, she said, that the 
child will be a girl, “lest a boy in- 
herit his father’s martial character- 
istics.” 

Confident, Sarga busied himself to- 
day with a study of duelling strategy 
and a final fencing workout. 

“T am confident of my ability,” he 
said, “although my opponents have 
practiced since March and have inten- 
sified their training. I, however, have 
been engaged with my 21 libel cases 
against Budapest newspapers and had 
little time to polish my fencing. (Sar- 
ga issued his challenges because of 
allegations the nine men spread rum- 
ors he married for money). 

“Even so, I am sure I can defeat 


them all. I do not, however, minimize 
their ability. They are excellent fenc- 
ers—I’ll have to use my brains faster 
than they and have a better scheme 
of action.” 

The possibility remained that the 
duels might be called off by police. 
Although officials sometimes tend to 
wink at duels which are illegal, ob- 
servers here said the case has attract- 
ed so much attention at home and 
abroad that police hardly could plead 
ignorance of the intentions to fight.

tomorrow afternoon, with the report 
of the resolution committee on various 
resolutions, concerning _Lewis’ Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization. 

Lewis, president of the United Mine 
Workers, and the chiefs of nine other 
unions formed this committee to pro- 
mote the organization of all the work 
ers in each big industry into one big 
union, in violation of the federation’s 
traditional policy of organization by 
craft. The council found Frey’s in- 
surrection charges justified, and sus- 
pended the ten unions September 5. 
Varied peace maneuvers since that 
date have seen unsuccessful.

Church, Labor Linked. 

In a sermon at the First Baptist 
church, William Green, A. F. of L. 
president, said that religion and the

| ed—that “the essential precepts of re- 
| ligion run through the whole history 
of the labor movement’s development.” 


Creation of a federal commission to 
fix maximum working hours for in- 
dustrial labor was proposed by George

ing. Harrison said he felt the consti- 
tution need not be amended to legalize 
the commission’s orders.
